1. (S) Pending receipt of approval of ALO 4l6 I propose to 

issue the following Instructions regarding convoy operations 1 

"a. On an interim basis, pending the establishment of a 
firn unilateral position, US armed Military convoys transiting the 
autobahn between Kelnstedt and Berlin will consist of at least eight 
vehicles. The Soviet checkpoint officials will be notified orally 
fifteen to thirty minutes prior to arrival of such convoys at the 
checkpoints/. Convoy coKr.anders will not repeat not accede to Soviet 
demands to .dismount for headcount when the total nunber of personnels 
exclusive >•>?■ drivers, aosfc drivers ard vehicle guards does not 
«xee**d thlL-ty.." 
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w b. Snail supply convoys of three or four vehicles will 
continue to boy* without advance notification and without personnel 
dlsnountlng. Convoys of five to seven vehicles will be avoided and 
the Soviets will be given short advance notification of larger 
convoys. 

"c. Planned convoys either amed or unaraed of sacra tv.an 
twelve vehicles will be reported in advance to this Hq in ordsr that 
separate operating instructions can be issued if appropriate." 

2. (S) I visualize that these are interim instructions which 
will be raoot likely to avoid confrontation without concession to the 
Soviets and without aettlng precedents likely to jeopardize our 
ultlnate position. They could retrain in effect at least until Z2 
June, the date we propose to begin the next battle group rotation 
during which convoys will be considerably larger. For battle group 
convoys, and other largo araed convoys, oral advance notice will, 

or course be givenj also I anticipate that for these larger convwys, 
in order to facilitate and expedite processing, convoy ccmander:: 
nay be authorized to have thsir troop3 discount alongside their 
vehicles, leaving at least two soldiers on each vehicle as guards* 

3, (3) I believe '"-bat tfcs feliao is rapidly approaching whan va 
oust go beyond interim instructions and establish firri conditio iff 
under which we would inpleraent ALO *l6 when approved. In the n*»r 
future I will subiait raeoroaendatlOBS for convoy procedures whicl. I 
feel we could accept and conditions which shotild poovlds the bawls 
for inplenentati-: a of ATX; 'H5. I would hope to o'at.nin approval of 
these prior to thy 31 June rwotlng with General *Vft!i:ubov.«ky. Tn ths 
neantlne, reqiittft " ;/r;;: ;^i>rov»'.l of i»c intcu-tn iiW;v:5Vlone cc^ ! ^'i:i 
in para 1 ar>ey«. 
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4. (s) Although the 21 June meeting has been agreed upon as a 
social meeting. It is expeoted that General Yakubovsky will probably 
ralao business natters, and It la possible that the subject of 
autobahn operations nay be one of these. In this connection I thinlc 
that If a firo unilateral position concerning autobahn procedures has 
been established at that tine, I should expvess our position in 
general terns and suggest that any further diooussion be carried 
on at the eonaandant levei. I would not atterapt to discuss or 
resolve any detailed questions on the subject at the neetlng, and 
would not rareelf raise the natter if Yakubovslcy does not. I will, of ' 
course have position papers on this subject, along with other possible 
subjects he night bring up, prepared by the tine I go to the nesting, 
based on the situation, our position and the political atmosphere 
existing at that tiae. 

5. (S) Pending approval of the interira instructions proposed 
in para 1 above, instructions are being issued that the snail convoy 
referred to in para 5, ref d, will be United to four vehicles or 
less; further that the areted convoy .on 9 June will be noved in 
accordance with para la above, SOP-b.
